FARMERS AND POLITICS. 


Secretary Morton Addresses the World's 
Fair Commissioners on Silver. 

Chicago, Oct. 18.—(By the Associated 
Press.) Secretary of Agriculture Mor- 
ton spoke on the silver question before 
the National World’s Fair Commission 
today. He gave the Populists a touch- 
ing up incidentally. He spoke in part 
as follows: 

“To be sure, as your president has 
intimated, underlying all sciences and 
arts is agriculture; and it has just be- 
gun to dawn upon agricultural minds 
that it needs individual development 
and self-reliance In each citizen rather 
than gregarious organization, which 
may de deputized or given power of 
attorney to think for the farmers. 

“We all understand so far as the 
Grange and Alliance organizations at- 
tended to something else than farming; 
they have been ‘worked,’ to use the 
common parlance, day by day, by jour- 
neymen farmers, who, for political pur- 
poses, farmed the farmers. These or- 
ganizations, as a rule, extended to 
everything except agriculture. Many 
of the fallacies which have been 
evolved for the allurement of the 
farmer are very catching.. 

“The teaching of many of the jour- 
neymen farmers has been te the effect 
that the money of the country is sim- 
ply a legal fiction. That which our 
people need first and foremost is an 
honest, unfluctuating measure of values. 
If gold is the best money! in the world, 
then the United States wants gold. We 
must have a permanent standard of 
debt settlement, a permanent and un- 
fluctuating measure of Values and a 
medium of exchange. It seems to me 
this great congress ofall nations illus- 
trates fully the fact that the com- 
merce of the world is product for 
products, and that money only settles 
unadjusted balances.”’ 
Hon. Patrick Walsh of Georgia then 
spoke briefly in response to Secretary 
Morton, and invited Secretary Morton 
to be present at the Augusta exposi-

The depletion of the 
gold reserve in the treasury continues, 
and today it stands at $82,966,073, a de- 
crease of $10,616,000 since October 1. The 
currency balance has increased about

GUADALAJARA (Mexico,) Oct: 18.—

stockmen and farmers, and entire vil- 
lages were swept away. The number 
of lives lost is now placed at 150.

HIS WORK FINISHED. 


Gounod Passed Away at Paris Earty Yester- 
day Morning. 
PARIS, Oct. 18..—(By Cable and As- 


sociated Press.) Gounod, the great 
composer, died this morning at 8 
o'clock. 


(Felix Charles Gounod was born in 
Paris in 1818. He pursued his musical 
studies under Halevy, Pauer and Le- 
Sueur, at the Conservatoire. After se- 
curing the first prize in 1839, he contin- 
ued the study of religious music at 
Rome, and at one time contemplated 
taking holy orders. Returning to Paris 
he became musical director of the 
Church of Missions Etrangeres. His 
first composition which attracted gen- 
eral notice was the ‘‘Messe Solennelle 
Sapho.’’ His first opera was produced 
in 1851. In the following year he com- 
posed choruses for the drama of 
“‘Ulysse.”” Among his works are the 
operas of ‘“‘La Nonne Sangliante,”’ ‘‘Le 
Medecin,”’ ‘“‘Malgre Lui,” ‘“‘Philemon et

DESIRE FOR PEACE. 


The Prime Minister of Italy Perceives Hope 
at Toulon. 

ROMB, Oct. 18.—(By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.) Signor Giolitti, Prime 
Minister, in a speech at Dronero, Pied- 
mont, ekethed the policy which the cab- 
inet had decied to follow. Signor Gio- 
litti declared the foreign policy of Italy 
rested upon peaceful alliances and the 
Toulon incident, he said, proved the de- 
sire for peace was common to all Eu- 
ropean nations.

CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—(By the Assoct- 
ated Press.) The Bankers’ Congress, 
which was arranged by the World's 
air Auxiliary, opened at the Art In- 
Stitute this morning, with an address 
of welcome by Mayor Harrison, fol- 
lowed by President Rhawn of the 
American Bankers’ Association. Re- 
ports of officers and other routine busi- 
ness occupied some time, after which 
Hon. J. H. Eckels, Comptroller of the 
Currency, was introduced and deliv- 
ered an address. 

After briefly reviewing the financial 
depression through which the country 
is passing and the remarkable skill 
with which the bankers of the country. 
met the unpreeedented conditions, the 
comptroller said that complete and per- 
manent recovery could not be expected 
until our financial laws are made to 
accord with those that govern the 
world’s trade, and until our currency 
takes on uniformity and elasticity and 
“our people are rid of the pernicious 
doctrine that money which is cheap 
and plenty is a blessing and a source 
of wealth, instead of a curse and a 
cause of financial panic and ultimate 
poverty.” 

Continuing, the comptroller said: 
“But it is said that, in bringing about 
a different set of financial laws, the 
banking interests must hold aloof. It 
is a striking illustration of the extent 
to which unreasoning passion and preju- 
dice have crept into our politics, that, 
in the present .emergency, which con- 
fronts the country, the bankers are 
compelled to hesitate as to the advisa- 
bility, from the standpoint of prudence, 
of actively urging <he repeal of a meas- 
ure, which stands confessedly as the 
scurce, in the largest degree, of the 
past disasters, and a menace to future 
prosperity. 

“Surely the banking interests of the 
country are vast enough, and of suf- 
ficient importance, to warrant a respect- 
ful hearing and careful consideration, 
without arousing the passions and pre- 
judices of any fair-minded citizen of the 
republic. It may be that the bankers 
are celfish, but not more so, I venture, 
than the men in other walks of. life; 
surely not more than the 
sflver interests which today in- 
veigh most loudly against them, and 
yet with an inconsistency so marked 
that he who runs may read, are with 
selfish indifference. to the public good, 
not only blocking the wheels of legisla- 
tion at Washington, but, unmindful of 
the voice of the people and the press, 
are making the fundamental principle 
of our government the right of the mi- 
nority ta control, that)theirown selfish 
purposes may find fruition in legislative 
enactment that will compel the govern- 
ment to be a special patron of their 
special product.”’ 

The comptroller went on to say that 
bank stocks are not held by bankers 
and rich people only, but are widely 
distributed, and that the bankers as 
their representatives, intrusted with 
financial management, represent a 
larger number of people, more widely 
scattered, embracing more classes and. . 
conditions of people and possessed of. 
a greater aggregate of wealth than any 
other special interest in the country. 
Therefore, they had a right to be heard 
in behalf of their clients; to be pro- 
tected from the i®fuence of harmful 
laws. 

The comptroller closed with a refer- 
ence to the wisdom of the existing 
banking laws, and cautioning bankers 
against the dangers of loaning money 
for use in purely speculative enter- 
prises. 

George A. Butler of New Haven, Ct., 
followed with an able paper entitled 
‘“‘A Practical Plan of Banking and Cur- 
rency.”’ 

George S. Coe, president of the Amer- 
ican Exchange National Bank of New 
York, presented resolutions for the cre- 
ating of a special committee composed 
of one member from each State and 
one from the Diswict of Columbia to 
effect the organization of a national 
monetary commission, whose aim 
should be the adoption of a sound cur- 
rency and banking system. Pending the 
adoption of the plan by the commis- 
sion, Congress is asked to hold in abey- 
ance all projects for the amendment of 
the currency laws except the repeal of 
the Sherman purchasing clause. The 
resolutions were referred to the Execu- 
tive Council with a request for imme- 
diate action.

YEAR OF JUBILEE. 


Festivities in Honor of 
Cardinal Gibbons. 


The Faithful Children of the 
Catholic Hierarchy 


Gather at Baltimore Where the Ser- 
vices are Held. 


High Mass Celebrated With Imposing Cere- 
monies—Pope Leo XIII Talks Through 
& Phonograph—The Apos- 
tolic Benediction.

BALTIMORE (Md.,) Oct. 18.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Festivities in honor 
of the Episcopal jubilee of Cardinal 
Gibbons began today at the cathedral, 
and the Catholic institutions of the city 
are elaborately decorated. 

The faithful children of the mother 
church gathered by*thousands early to 
witness the procession of church digni- 
taries, which included, besides the car- 
dinal himself and Mgr. Satolli, every 
archbishop in the hierarchy except Rior- 
dan of San Francisco, Kendrick of St. 
Louis and Salpointe of Mexico. Be- 
ides, a large number of bishops, priests 
and seminarians were’ included. 

The procession moved from the arch- 
episcopal residence to the cathedral, 
where pontifical high mass was cele- 
brated with the most imposing cere- 
monies. Gibbon and Satolli occupied 
thrones. The cardinal celebrated mass, 
and a sermon was delivered by Arch- 
bishop Corrigan of New York, the cer- 
emony closing with the reading of a 
letter from the Pope, bestowing the 
apostolic benediction on the cardinal, 
after which the procession reformed 
and marched to the cardinal’s palace. 

Immediately after the sermon, Rev. 
Father Hooker, vice-regent of the 
American College in Rome, read the 
Pope’s letter of congratulations, as fol- 
lows: 

“Leo XIII, Pope, to our beloved son, 

James Cardinal Gibbons, archbishop of 
Boltimore, health and apostolic benes 
diction. In the month of October next 
recurs the auspicious day on which, five 
and twenty years ago, you were raisea 
to the episcopal dignity. We, there- 
fore, prompted by your devoted at- 
tachment to us, and by our affectionate 
regard for you, express the feelings of 
the heartiest congratulations where- 
with we welcome this occasion that is 
no less joyous for us than it is for 
you. And while we render thanks 
to Almighty God, who hitherto has had 
you in His holy keeping, we humbly 
beseech Him in His goodnes to grant 
you privilege which He has this year 
mercifully vouchsafed to us (of cele- 
brating the golden jubilee of our epis- 
copate.) Meantime,. we send you a 
memorial of this gracious anniversary, 
inteding it likewise as a token of our 
earnest good-will toward you. We, 
moreover, invoke upon you every bless- 
ing for your happiness and welfare 
ahd lovingly impart to you, your clergy 
and the faithful intrusted to your 
care, our apostolic benediction.” 
In presenting the letter, Dr. Hooker 
made an address, felicitating the car- 
dinal and expressing the affection of 
the American College at Rome, and 
repeating ordially the good wishes 
in a letter, ex- 
pressed to them. The musical pro- 
gramme was the most impressive fea- 
ture of the occasion. Mass was sung 
by a very large choir, with an or- 
gan and orchestral accompaniments, 
while the Gregorian chanting of Credo 
and the Te*Deum by the seminarians, 
300 in number, was even more impres- 
sive. 

Immediately after mass at the cathe- 
dral the prelates and clergy went to St. 
Mary’s Seminary, where they were en- 
tertained at dinner by the president. 
From the dining-hall the cardinal was 
escorted to Manette, where an address 
of congratulation was presented by the 
venerable Mgr. McColgan. Responding 
to a toast the cardinal spoke gratefully 
of the honors tendered him. In closing 
he proposed a toast to the papal nuncio 
and the toast was drank standing. 
Archbishop Satolli responded in 
Latin. ‘“‘The see of Baltimore” was 
responded to by Archbishop Kain of 
St. Louis. and “Our country” by Arch- 
bishop Ryan of Philadelphia. “Our 
hierarchy” was responded to by Bishop 
Hennessy of Kansas. 

Then followed an interesting feature. 
Dr. McCarty brought out the phono- 
graph, and those who were near enough 
could hear the message in the Pope’s 
well-modulatea tones: ‘‘From the city 
of Rome Leo XIII sends to the people 
of America ‘cordial greetings and best 
wishes.

it is Charged That the Accusations Were for 
Political Effect. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Th ehearing before 
the Committee on Public Lands, on 
the proposition to investigate the 
opening of the Cherokee strip, took a 
rather sensational turn today. 

Commissioner Lamoreux, with much 
feeling and earnestness, said, after 
reading the charges, that he deemed 
it the duty of the cmmission to ap- 
pear in behalf of the sixty-one clerks.

Assistant Attorney-General Hall di- 
rected attention mainly to the asser- 
tions of Delegate Flyun, in the House 
and befre the committee, that the or- 
ders of the former admniistration were 
changed for the present.

The money collected as en- 
trance fees is-to besused by some one 
selected by the States entering, who 
shall have a suitable tliedal made to be 
given the State receiving the highest 
awards.”’

There were marks 
upon her body which appearede to be 
the result of hypodermic injections of 
morphine.

hope to escape, and, in fact, its mild 
climate will but serve to atract hun- 
dreds of seekers after work, as well 
as the ever-present tramp, thus adding 
immensely to the demands on the char- 
itable of this city. 

To help only those who need assist- 
ance will be a serious tax on the char- 
itably disposed, and it is but the or- 
dinary dictate of prudence to com- 
mence at once to prepare for the work 
that certainly will have to be done in 
relieving distress and poverty in our 
midst between now and spring: 

Los Angelenos need to husband their 
forces so that every dollar may be put 
where it will do the most good; and so 
as to avoid, as far as possible, the 
wasting of money contributed for char- 
ity on undeserving persons, or the du- 
plication of assistance to the same in- 
dividual by different charitable organ- 
izations. 

We have -thirty charitable societies 
in Los Angeles, and- any one whois ac- 
tively connected with their work knows 
that it is the custom of not a few 
mendicants to make the rounds, goi 
from one organization to the other, an 
obtaining help from each, sometimes 
telling the same story to all, but more 
frequently with a different tale to fit 
the peculiar views, or special objects 
of each society and its members. The 
result of this system, or rather want 
of system, as between the charitable 
organizations of Los Angeles, leads to 
a great waste of the resources at the 
command of those who have the charity 
work in hand. It fosters, besides, fraud, 
encourages. deception, and promotes, 
of removing, profesional pov- 
erty. 

To allow this condition of affairs to 
continue during a season when 50 
much genuine poverty will undoubtedly 
demand to be relieved, would be the 
height of folly, and the time’has cer- 
tainly come’ when the various charit- 
able societies of the city should unite 


to—-organize their work, 80 that they 


can prevent fraud and do the 
good to the greatest number, with the 
resources at their command. 

This problem of a union for the com- 
mon good, while stilt preserving the 
automony of each separate society, has 
been successfully solved in other cities 
by the organization of a central so- 
ciety, or union, known as “The Asso- 
ciated Charities.”” It may not inappro- 
priately be called a charitable clear- 
ing-house. All the charitable organi- 
zations of the city are equally repre- 
sented in this-central council. A list o2 
all the poor of the city is kept under 
its direction. Cases are recorded with 
the names of the -persons or societies 
who have them in charge, thus all du- 
plication is prevented. Fraud is made 
very difficult, if not impossible, by this 
System. There is no Sectarianism, and 
no effort by the central society to in 
any way control the action of the in- 
dividual organizations. Persons apply- 
ing for help have their cases at once 
investigated, and if genuine poverty is 
found to exist, they, are told to which 
of the charitable secieties they must 


apply. 

Los Angeles needs some 
Fanization of this character. and 
cannot be established too soon. If the 
work is allowed to go on as at present, 
there must be an immense waste.

Sherman on the Senate. 

Senator Sherman made a_ sensible 
speech in the Senate on Tueeday, in the 
course of which he told that body some 
plain truths. He said the rules were 
made to expedite public business in an 
orderly and proper manner, and their 
object was to enable the Senate to, 
legislate. When the rules were used 
by the minority to obstruct legislation 
the rules should at once be altered. 
Whenever the minority used means of 
obstruction unduly it created revolu- 
tion. 


The proper way to secure a limit of 
debate in the Senate, he said, was at 
the next session of Congress to have 
the Committee on Rules sirengthened 
in numbers and have it examine all 
the various rules and report a rule 
which would give the minority full 
power to express their opinion and 
prescribe the time when and the place 
where a final vote could be taken. The 
present session, Mr. Sherman said, had 
continued two months and not a single 
measure had been passed that was of 
the slightest importance. 

There ts a strong demand by the 
people both East and West for some 
definite action on part of the Senate, 
but the wishes of the people do not at 
present appear to have very much 
weight with that body. It looks as if 
the people would have to depend 
chiefly upon the physical inability of 
the Senators to keep working twenty- 
four hours a day for an indefinite time. 


The Negro Probiem. 

The negro problem—what is to be 
the future of the negro race—is one of 
the gravest of our national problems. 
To many it appears as if we were no 
nearer a solution of this. problem than 
we were when the blacks were eman- 
cipated. The people of the North 
hardly realize thé importance of the 
question, and yet they cannot ignore 
it, for it vitally concerns a great sec- 
tion and will come home to the North 
as well as South, as the negroes grad- 
ually spread themselves over the en- 
tire country. 

Many solutions of the question have 
been proposed. Some of the negroes 
are being educated, others are being 


sent to Liberia, but this is only a drop 
in the bucket, Even were all the ne- 
groes to receive an education, the prob- 
lem would still be unsolved. In an ar- 
ticle published in the American Jour- 
nal of Politics for October, Wardon A\l- 
len Curtis claims that, while statesmen 
and philanthropists are grappling un- 
successfully with the problem, nature 
is solving it. The American negroes, 
he believes, will be absorbed by the 
preponderant mass of whites surround- 
ing them. In fact he says they are be- 
ing absorbed. Colored women and half- 
breeds, he says, prefer to have illegiti- 
mate children by white men rather 
than marry men of their own race. On 
the other hand male half-breeds neces- 
sarily marry in their own race, so that 
the intermixture of blood with or with- 
out the sanction of the church is con- 
tinually going on. Mr. Curtis says: 


“The negroes have been in America 
almost as long as the whites. During 
the two hundred years of their pres- 
ence here a stream of white blood has 
flowed into the race, and as time goes 
on this stream grows larger. Misce- 
genation commenced with the first im- 
portation of negroes. In the beginning 
it progressed slowly, the black women 
being ugly and unattractive, but as the 
number of half-castes increased, it 
went om more rapidly. The mulatto 
women are more attractive to the li- 
centious whites than are the black 
women, the quadroons more so than 
the mulattoes, and the octoroons still 
more than the quadroons. In the days 
of slavery, these half-castes, no matter 
how white, were still slaves and at the 


mercy of their masters’ § caprices. 
Today, no matter how white, they 
have no higher’ social standing 
than the black women, are very 


little better educated and in con- 


sequence offer no more resistance to 
the of the white man than do 
the black women. They are inclined 


to welcome a liason with a white 


With their white blood they have in- 
herited some sense of the esthetic, and” 
dislike to mate with the unhandsome 
black. Mother-love for the offspring 
also is a moving spring, and they pre- 
fer union with a white man, illegiti- 
mate though it be, because the chil- 
dren will be superior to those born of 
a black father. The male half-caste 
seeks his mate among his own race, or 
rather. the race which custom calls his. 
He is not averse to marriage with 
women blacker than himself, and it is 
through his agency that the mass of 
black humanity has become and is be- 
coming gradually lighter in color. It 
is by no means true that the quadroon 
octorcon women always become 
mistresses of white men, They often 
marry’ men of their own color or 
darker, but it is principally through 
the male chiidren of illicit unions that 
the whitening of the great mass of 
darker and more unattractive negroes 
goes on. The male cannot look to an 
illicit connection with the higher race; 
he is not anxious to have his offspring 
superior to himself; it goes without 
saying that, being a man, his esthetic 
sense is not so highly developed as 
that of the half-caste woman. The ten- 
deney of the male half-caste is to seek 
unions with those darker than himself; 
the tendency of the female with those | 
lighter than herself. In Hayti, the 
black republic, it is said that the mu- 
lattoes, who formerly numbered over 
one-tenth of the population, are fast 
decreasing because the,mulatto women 
remain single rather than marry mu- 
lattos or negroes. Even those who 
marry, marry late, as they wait in the 
hope that they may capture one of the 
foreign merchants of the small colony, 
and only marry a Haytian as a last 
resort.’ 

Mr. Curtis thinks the only thing 
that can prevent this absorption is a 
higher standard of morality for both 
the white and colored populations. 
When once the colored race becomes so 
high in moral an intellectual develop- 
ment as to reduce the present rate of 
infusion of white blood through illegiti- 
mate unions, it will, he says, be so far 
improved physically and mentally that 
the absorption will be continued by 
honorable marriage. 


This is somewhat of a hey theory, 
but there may be truth in WM. At any 
rate it is worth taking into consider- 
ation when we discuss the future of 
the. negro race. Meantime the task 


which lies before the country at pres- 


ent is to see that the colored man re- 


-ceives some justice in the South, and 


is permitted to cast his ballot in ac- 
cordance with his wishes, whether it 
be for a Republican, a Democrat or a 
Populist. The Southern people should 
see the necessity of instituting this 
reform. They cannot forever keep the 
negroes from exercising the right of 
the franchise. The North will .never 
give up the battle until justice is done 
and the longer the solution of this 
problem is postponed the longer will 
it be before the South takes that posi- 
tion in the United States to which its 
great material resources entitle it. In 
evading or seeking to postpone a solu- 
tion of the negro problem, the South 
is standing in its own light. Of one 
thing the people of the South may rest 
assured, they will never effect a per- 
manent solution of the question by 
means of shotguns and rifles, The 
sooner the people of the South realize 
this fact the better will it be for what 
should be the wealthiest and most 
prosperous section of the United States. 
The people of the North have always 
been’ willing to do justice to the South. 
No conquered people was ever treated 
so magnanimously as was the South 
after the war. The North has been 
generous, let the South be just—just 
td the negro—not only for the sake of 
the negro, but for the sake of the 
Southern people whose prospects are 
so intimately connected with the prob- 
lem of the future of the negro race, 


Cleveland, the dictator, has again 
shown his authority.

In reply to a direct question, Sena- 
tor Sherman stated in the Senate that 
he would not vote for the unconditional 
repeal of the entire Sherman act, and 
added that no other man who under- 
stands the subject would do so, in his 
judgment. This statement is of inter- 
est, because it has been reported that 
Senator Sherman would vote against 
the bill which bears his name.

THE GREAT PACE. 

Time had now arived for the pacing 
race. The crowd had become a perfect 
jam, meanwhile, and every now and 
then the cry, ‘‘Where are the horses?” 
would go up, to be echoed all along the 
black line that stretched away up to 
the front gate, almost out of sigh from 
the stands. 

Finally the entrance way from fhe 
stables was cleared, and Silkwood 
came on the course, moving along at 
a gentle bog pace down toward the 
wire. His apearance was the signal for 
“@.great hurrah, and it was given with 
a will for the black pacer. Mr. Wil 
litts sat on the sulky behind the stal- 
lion and held the reins with an almost 
careless hand. He was very confident, 
for in the early morning he had driven 
his horse in a work-out, and had made 
a remarkably quick quarter with him. 

Silkwood held his head erect and 
stepped with spirit and energy. His 
every action betokened his thoroughly 
primed condition, and he seemed impa- 
tient to be off. 

The track was good, but not partic- 
ular lyfast, as sharp gusts of wind 
every now and then sprang up to 
raise the dust and offer considerable 
resistance on the stretch. 

Soon after the arrival of 6ilkwood, 
W. Wood and Our Dick came out. 
They were not greeted with the same 
cheer as their rival had received, but 
nevertheless the horsemen looked 
Wood over very anxiously as he went 
along in a quick, sharp pace. 

After the big bell in the judges’ stand 
had clanged again, andcomparative si- 
lence had once more fallen upon the

ever run on the Agricultural Park 
track, and the attendance ran up to 
fully 9000, the crowd being second in 
size only to the great McKinney event 
of two years ago. Never before was 
so much enthusiasm manifested. When 
the big black stallion took the first heat 
the cheers were loud and long, and 
when he won the third heat the crowd 
fairly went wild. The marshals were 
powerless to check the wild demonstra- 
tions on the part of the mass of hu- 
manity which overflowed the track and 
filled every nook and corner affording 
the slightest possible vantage as an 
eminence from which the pace might 
be viewed. 

As early as 12 o'clock the people be- 
gan to arrive in cars and vehicles of 
every description. Through both gate- 
ways a-steady stream flowed in up to 
the hour When the big bell in the 
judge’s stand rang for the horses in the 
first rage. 

The people from the country at once 
made a bee-line for Silkwood’s stall, 
and there they congregated in a knot, 
all eager to catch a glimpse of the box 
stall inside which several trainers were 
industriously rubbing down the great 
stallion. The sight of the horse’s 
bright eyes and firmly-set muscles was 
enough to satisfy them evidently that 
he was the one upon which they could 
best place their money, for they all 
seemed eminently pleased at the pros- 
pects for the greatest race of the week. 
“Say, but it's a bang-up country for 
a horse to recuperate in down there, 
ain’t it, though,’’ remarked one of the 
men from the alfalfa district, confiden- 
tially nudging his neighbor. Then he 
strutted away jingling five yellow 


twenties in his hand, as he called in a 
louder voice, “‘Here’s a hundred on 
Silkwood for anybody that wants to 
take it.’’ 

The crowd about the stall were all 

admirers of the stallion inside, how- 
ever, and the countryman could get no 
**takers’’ there. . 
Just across the lane a stall with a 
closed door and a heavy padlock: in 
the staple contained the rival horse, 
W. Wood. The grooms were busily en- 
gaged in sponging of the bay gelding 
at this time, and getting him into trim 
for the hard race he was to run ex- 
cept for a few workouts, done in re- 
markably good pace, Wood had been 
kept in his stall since Sunday, and had 
received the best of care. His condi- 
tion yesterday was as fair as it ever 
had been. 

Our Dick, the third and last entry 
in the pacing race, looked well, but 
his trainers shook their heads when 
asked about him, and remarked that 
there was no telling what the disposi- 
tion of their charge would be when he 
came out on the track. 

At 12:30 o’clock the grdunds about 
the stretch were fairly alive with peo- 
ple. The grand-stand had long since 
been filled to overflowing, and the en- 
terprising small boy began to find his 
way up on the roofs of the several 
buildings where they remained perched 
until the day’s programme closed. 

All were impatient for the appear- 
ance of Silkwood and W. Wood, but 
they had to wait for the first two 
events to be run off before the free- 
for-all was called. : 

PRELIMINARY RACES, 

The first race was the open pony 
steeplechase over eight jumps, one and’ 
a half miles. Warring’s Honest Injun 
and Kittie Wake, W. H. Young’s 
Sheila, Allen Bros.’s Peanuts and E. T. 
Allen’s Fancy were entered in this 
event, all starting. It was difficult for 
the crowd to curb their impatience 
and wait for the big race, and some 
forgot themselves. While the pools 
were being sold on the steeplechase a 
little man, all excitement, rusher up 
to the box and asked in a strained 
voice “Is Silkwood in the  field?’’ 
“Silkwood won’t run in the jumping 
race,"’ was the reply that greeted him, 
and then the crowd ¢saughed at the 
mistake. 
Benjamin got the ponies off at the 
half mile mark in even order. The 
first jump was taken by all of the 
horses without touching, but the rider 
of Peanuts had probably never ridden on 
a track before, as he nearly fell off as 
his mount came down, and required 
some little time to regain an upright 
position. He semed g0 thoroughly 
frightened and wholly unused to the 
work that the spectators laughed him 
off the track. The other ponies took 
the Jumps in turn. Several of he hur- 
dies went down in the course of the 
race, but Kittie Wake won, Shiela sec- 
ond and Fancy third. The time was 


multitude, the drivers were called upon 
to come up and draw for position. 
Dick got the pole, Silkwood second 
and Wood the outside. 

“Go up the track and score for a 
start.” next called out the judges, and 
the three pacers were driven to the 
eighth post° and turned. Altogether 
they came down on the wire. Silkwood 
failed to keep a fair pace, and the first 
score was unsuccessful. 

They wént back a second time and 
returned in the same order, only to 
have the bell rung on them for another 
trial. 

The third trial proved the fated one. 
At the sixteenth the turn was made 
for the final score. The horses came 
past the grand stand with a rush, 
neck to neck, with wide-open nostrils 
and fiying feet. As they reached the 
wire the was given, and go 
they did. All eyes were strained on 
the flying sulkies as they went around 
the quarter turn. The post was passed 
with Silkwood slightly in the lead. 
When this was observed the great 
crowd began to give vent to their 
feelings. 

It was a Silkwood crowd all over. 
Faster, and still faster the horses 
spedon. Time was called by those who 
held the stop-watches, at the half-mile 
for Silkwood at 1:03. 

By three lengths did Silkwood lead 
at the half. Dick was far behind. W. 
Wood, between the half mark and the 
three-quarters, got his nose even with 
Willitts’s sulky wheels, but he could do 
no better. It was Silkwood’s heat, and 
he came down the stretch like a whirl- 
wind, and yet steadily. Wood’s driver 
plied the whip upon his horse fre- 
quently, with no effect, Silkwood mak- 
ing the wire first in 2:08%. Confusion 
reigned for a few moments, and, like 
& wave, the crowd surged out upon the 
track to get a good look at Willitts 
and his pet. 

At 3:20 Silkwood again came out, fol- 
lowed by the other two horses, and 
the scoring began for a start in the 
second heat. 

Several times did the drivers try, but 
failed to get started. After the third 
score Willits was told to come down 
& little faster,’ and the horses went 
away together. A did the Orange 
county black take the lead. He touched 
the quarter in 0:31, and the half once 
more at 1:03. When the three-quarters 
post was reached, scarce three feet of 
daylight could be seen between Wood's 
nose and Willits’s sulky. Silkwood kept 
the lead, and on the stretch pulkd 
ahead and finished at least five lengths 
in the lead. His time was a little 
slower on this heat, it being 2:09. 

If the shouts had been loud and long 
at the end of the first heat, they were 
deafening when the second was won 
by the black pacer. Pools that had 
started at 30 to 8, in favor of} N. Wood 
as against Silkwood, began to g0 
down, and the odds to show on the 
Other horse. Betting was fast and 
furions. Orange county people, with a 
confidence almost bordering on the 
sublime, had ‘“salted’’ their rolls of 
bills when the advantage was over on 
the opposite side. They drew out 
money in great stacks as returns, and 
promptly bought Silkwood over again. 
And still they won. 

When the horses came out for the 
third heat, Silkwood still looked fresh, 
as did also W. Wood. The heat would 
either crown the black with victory or 
tend. to restore confidence in Wood. 
It did the former. 

Six times the horses scored, and on 
the seventh the start was made. Silk- 
wood had the pole, and he took also 
the lead at once. Before the quarter 
was paced off, Wood had made a bad 
break, and from that moment the race 
was kwood’s. Fully five lengths 
Separated the two horses at the half- 
mile post. Wood did nobly to catch 
up, but he was unable to do so. As 
Willetts turned into the stretch, men, 
boys, and even women, pushed into 
Me track, until only a narrow lane 
ywas left for the great pacer to come 
home in. Hats were flung up, and 
from one end of the line to the other 
the crowd shouted in unison. The 
crowded grand stand, carried away by 
the enthusiasm of the moment, arose 
on their feet and joined in the general 
and united cheers. 

Old man Willetts t off his sulky, 
and started to come , to be finally 
‘“weighed in.” He didn’t get far, 
though, for he soon found himself in 
the hands of the hwling crowd and 
lifted upon the shoulders of a half- 
dozen admirers. In this way was he 
borne to the stand.

A great im- 
petus in this line has also now been 
supplied by the Cudahy Packing Com- 
pany, whose extensive display of cured 
meats and similar articles occupies a 
large part of the western gallery. It 
is one of the most elaborate and 
tasty exhibits of the fair. It includes 
not pork products alone, but 
kinds of prepared beef. 
cans roast beef, brains, sweetbreads 


In manufactures from pork there is 
still a wider variety. All sorts, kinds 
and qualities of sausages are supple- 
mented with hams and picnic hams, 
bacon, deviled ham, canned tongue, 
chines, ribs, special rolls, heads, tails, 
pickled pigs’ feet, lard and lard com- 
pounds. It is such a display as would 
show up well at the World’s Fair, and 
those who have seen the Cudahy dis- 
play there and here, say that the Los 
Angeles exhibit suffers nothing by com- 
parison. 

On the floor of the pavilion John 8. 
Calkins makes a showing of young 
trees from his olive nurseries at Po- 
mona. A few pickled olives are shown 
in jars, but the effort has been to 
emphasize the numerous varieties’ of 
olive trees. eHe has the living plants 
of no less than twenty approved va- 
rieties, headed by Missions, Mauzinillos, 
Nevadillos and Uvarias. 

‘‘How about the olive crop this year?” 
questioned the reporter. 

“Of Missions a scarcity, and of other 
approved varieties rather a light crop,”’ 
replied C..W. Howard, who is in charge 
of the exhibit. 

“Why so much reliance on Mis- 
sions?”’ 

“Because they have been cultivated 
here for many years, are more plenti- 
ful, and are better known.” 

“Do they rank as the best?’ 

“No, not even second best. The ag- 
ricultural department of the university 
at Berkeley, in a recent bulletin, places 
the Nevadilloe first for ofl, and the 
Mauzinillos first for 

‘What are some of the points?’ 

“The Missions, for the most part, are 
only every other year producers, @ con- 
dition less emphasized in other vari- 
eties.’’ 

“At five years old what is a good 
crop from a tree?”’ 

“from six to ten gallons to the tree 
—forty-elght to eighty pounds.”

Premium Awards for Horses, Cattle and 
Swine—Third Day of the Fair. 

That Wednesday was to be the red 
letter day at the fair was conceded on 
all hands, and by 10 o’clock the fulfill- 
ment of the anticipation was fully 
realized. And while chief interests cen- 
tered ih the afternoon racing events, 
there was no lack of careful attention 
to what the stock pens and pavilion 
had to offer during the morning hours.

MUST NOT INTERFERE 


A Jury’s Award of Dam-| 


ages is Conclusive. 


The Court Must Not Disregard 
the Jury’s Verdict. 

Gist of a Supreme Court Opinion 
Delivered Yesterday. 


-A Decision on Street-work Notices—The 
Cable Road Sale—Three Important 
New Suits—A Case of 
Contempt. 


The Supreme Court yesterday handed 
own two decisions, beside disposing of 
the regular calendar. One of the cases 
decided, that of Mills et al, re- 
spondents, vs. Fletcher et al., appel- 
lants, is not only of general interest to 
mining men, but also shows the rel- 
ative value of a verdict for damages 
as determined by a jury, a8 against the 
same verdict when afterward changed 
by a discriminating court. 

The suit was an action of ejectment 
to recover the possession of two /_ 
- joining quartz claims, and also 
for severance and removal of gold- 
bearing rock. The defendants filed a 
cross-complaint, and endeavored to 
show that they spent more on theclaim 
than they got out of it. The jury 
found for the plaintiffs, and gave $1 
damages. The court, however, in- 
creased this amount, and rendered 
judgment for $1015.46. 

The case was taken to the Supreme 
Court, and one of the claims advanced 
by the appellants was that the jury’s 
verdict was conclusive, and not merely 
advisory, except as against the power 
of the court to grant a new trial. This 
view is fully sustained by the higher 
court in terms similar to the follow- 


ing: 

“It follows that the lower court 
erred in giving judgment for damages 
for more than $1... The court 
should not have disregarded the ver- 
dict of the jury, except by ordering a 
new trial in regular form. The judg- 
ment and findings of the lower court 
are affirmed, except that the damages 
are reduced to 

STREET-WORK NOTICES. 

The court also handed down a de- 
cision in the case of C. B. Williams, 
administrator of J. E. Magary, re- 
spondent, vs. A. Bisagno et al., appel- 
lants. This is a street assessment case 
carried up from the Superior Court of 
San Joaquin county. 

In their motion for a new trial ap- 
pellants specified three particulars in 
which they claimed the evidence was 
insufficient to justify the decision. 
One of these is the alleged claim that 
“the notice of said work, as posted, did 
“not comply with the law in that the 
letters were not an inch long and said 
notice was not posted in two or more 
places.”’ 

The Supreme Court says that the 
contention that the notice of street 
work did not comply with the statute 
and that the letters should have been 
an inch in length along the line, as 
well as vertically, requires little notice, 
The object of the statute is to have the 
head line of the posted notices, con- 
sisting of the words ‘‘Notice of street 
work,’’ so prominent as to attract at- 
tention, and so distinct as to be easily 
read at a reasonable distance. There 
was no proof that this was not the 
case. The judgment appealed from was 
ordered affirmed.

DAMAGB CASB ON TRIAL. 

The case of J. M. Smith vs. the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, has 
been on trial before Judge Ross of the 
United States Court for the past two 
days. The case is somewhat ouf of the 
general run, and is attracting consider- 
able attention from lawyers. The facts 
as brought out in the trial so far are 
as follows: Some time ago the wife of 
J. M. Smith, who was then in Texas, 
was telegraphed by her husband, who 
was in San Francisco, to join him in 
that city. She started on her journey 
and telegraphed her husband to meet 
her. When nearing her destination she 
received a telegram from the telegraph 
company that no such man was in San 
Francisco, or rather that he could not 
be found.

SAN BERNARDINO BREVITIES. 
_A numerously-signed petition has 
been presented to the city trustees, re- 
quest.ng the passage of an ordinance 
requiring the closing of all business 
houses on Sunday, save bakeries, cigar 
stores, drug stores and fruit stores. 
Newsstands will have to be inserted 
emong thon exempted, or the ordinance 
will not be passed. 

The city is to advertise for bids for 
lighting the streets for one year from 
November 15. There are now nearly 
one hundred electric lights on the 
streets. 

One of the biggest irrigation enter- 
prises yet undertaken in this county 
has been inaugurated this month by 
the filing of two water-rights upon the 
Mojave River, one for 1,000,000 inches 
and the other for 109,000. The water 
is to be diverted from the river by 
means of a dam and submerged flume, 
both to be completed by January 1, 
1894, and the main canal, 100 feet 
wide, at the bottom, is to be completed 
so as to convey the waiter to the lands, 
everal miles distant, by March 1, 1894.

~ THE STOWELL FIRE. 


Discussed at Length by 
the Commission. 


Serious Charges Made by the 
Chief and His Assistant. 


Mr. Brodrick Also Makes _a Formal 
Statement. 


A Rigid Investigation to Be Made Into the 
Affair—The Usual Routine Busi- 
ness Was Also Trans- , 
acted. 


The Fire Commission met yesterday 
morning, all the members being pres- 
ent. 

The chief reported, recommending 
that 2500 feet of hose and three horses 


be bought. It was decided to take no 
action at present in the matter of 
horses, but to recommend that the 


Council advertise for bids for 2000 fect 
of hose. 

On report of the chief, that the wa- 
ter main at Temple and Bonnie Brae 
streets was large enough for a fire hy- 
drant at that place, a requisition for 
such hydrant was approved by tlie 
board. 


On motion of Commissioner Kuhrts, |- 


the $100 check, received from Mr. Stow- 
ell, waS ordered deposited to the credit 
of the firemen’s relief fund, and the 
thanks of’ the board were tendered 
to the donor. 

A demand of the W. C. Furrey Com- 
pany for $4520, for the new fire en- 
gine, recently furnished the depart- 
ment, was approved. 

The question of the proposed purchase 
of more apparatus was referred back 
to the city electrician for further de- 
ails. 
er number of requisitions for wire 
and caps for the fire alarm systtem 
were referred to a committee, composed 
of Commissioners and MeLain 
and Electrician Thye. 

- An application of Gus W. Schults, 
for a position as callman, was filed. 

A requisition for. $400, 
tional horses, was approved. 

‘Mr. Hanna, of the firm of Hanna & 
Webb, appeared before the board and 
complained of the manner in which 
Chief Curran managed the fire in the 
Stowell Block. He said it was thirty- 
two minutes after the arrival of the 
engine before a stream of water was 
running, and also that Councilman 
Strohm took charge of matters, instead 
of the chief doing so. 

Chief Curran stated that Councilman 
Strohm had no more to do with the 
handling of the fire than on previous 
occasions under other administraéions. 

Mr. Hanna asked how it was that if 
sg little water was turned on through 
he hose introduced into the front of 
the building there was so much dam- 
age by water in that quarter; but at 
this point Mayor Rowan said to Mr. 
Hanna that he was out of order, and 
that portion of the discussion was there 
terminated. 

Commissioner Brodrick made the fol- 
lowing statement in reference to the 
fire in question: 

“Much comment has been made about 
the handling of the fire at the Stowell 
Biock, and part of the criticism is 
either unfair or based on ignorance. 

“While the mass of citizens were on 
Spring street watching in broad day- 
light the clumsy and abortive efforts 
tO raisc the laders and hose, two lines 
of hose had been elevated by means 
of the fire escapes to the third and 
fifth stories in the rear of the build- 


for two addi- | 


ing on Mott alley. Two other lines of 


chose “*had--also. carried up the 
stairs of the Spring street entrance, and 
with all of these the firemen did good 
work, although it could not be seen, 
and, therefore, was not appreciated by 
the spectators on Spring street. 

“Mr. Stowell, owner of the building, 
and others, who were in the upper 
part of the building during the progress 
of the fire, expressed themselves as 
satisfied with the firemen’s work, and 
the Cass and Smurr €Ccumpany, whose 
store is on the lower floor, know that 
they were inundated, while the futile 
efforts were being made on tho Spring 
street front. So there wasn’t much de- 
lay in. getting water on. 

“Pefsons gazi at the ladder spec- 
tacle assert th it was twenty to 
thirty minutes before water was go 
into the building, but their vision was 
confined to the front. There may have 
been too much watér used, but any 
man of good judgment knows that 
when a fire is chasing through an ele- 
vator shaft, and burning with a good 
draught, between the ceiling and roof, 
firemen cannot measure water out by 
the gallon. It wouldn’t be safe to 
do so. 

“With respect to the hook and lad- 
der company, I am told that the fore- 
man and two of the callmen were ab- 
sent, and that one of the callmen who 
was there was afraid to mount the 
ladders and hid himself in the build- 
ing. I am also informed that the driver 
and tillerman refused to lend a help- 
ing hand, although it is fheir duty to 
do so whenever necessary, as it was in 
this case, the foreman and two call- 
men being absent. 

“As an eye witness I can say that 
the work of the hook and ladder com- 
pany was bungling, and if after. inves- 
tigation the board finds facts to be as 
reported we should dismiss the whole 
crew. Investigation is in order.’’. ' 

Acting on the suggestion of Cemmis- 
sioner Kuhrts, the board 
to the Mayor’s private office, and went 
inte executive session, for the purpose 
7 discussing as to whom the blame 
should be attached for the had manage® 
ment made manifest at the fire. 

It is expected that a report will be 
prepared for presentation at the next 
meeting: of the board, in which report 
it will be announced on whom. the 
blame is fixed. These persons, it is un- 
derstood, will be discharged. It is also 
understood that the proposed changes 
wiil, be made more especially in the 
hook and ladder company and in hose 
company No. 4. 

SENSATIONAL CHARGES. 


In connection with the Stowell Block 
fire, some sensational charges are in 
circulation, which call for the most 
rigid investigation, and if the facts are 
as alleged, criminal prosecutions will be 
instituted, if the guilty parties can be 
located. The most serious charge is 
that some miscreant cut several sec- 
tions of hose, the object being to cause 
delay and throw discredit on the de- 
partment. It will be remembered that 
six sections of the cotton hose, attached 
to the new engine No. 8, burst in rapid 
succession. The sections that broke 
were those nearest the engine, and were 
consequently’ on the outside layer on 
the reel. There was practically no pres- 
sure on the hose at the time, as the 
water had not been forced out at the 
nozzle, and, wher the first section gave 
way and a clamp was put on it, the 
others. followed in rapid succession. 
The engine was in charge of Engineer 
Fred Nessler, and he states that the 
pressure on the hose at the time was 
not sufficient to cause it to give way. 
Assisstant Chief McMahon vgays there 
is not the slightest doubt but that 
the hose had been tampered with, as 
it had only two weeks before been 
tested up to 180 pounds, and nothing 
gave way. Both Chief Curran and his 
assistant insist that there has been 
some crooked work done, and they say 
they are determined to sift the matter 
to the bottom. 

In regard to the time lost in hoisting 
the extension ladder in the front of the 
building, both Chief Curran and Assist- 


‘ant McMahon admit that this work was 


open to criticism, and it should have 
been done quicker, but they say they 
were fighting the fire from the rear 


all thé time, and that, as a matter of 
fact, the ladder did no good anyway, 
which fact, however, does not excuse 
the poor work, and it is probable that 
weekly drills will be at once instituted 
to familiarize the men with the work 


of the apparatus. In the meantime, if 


the investigation is promptly instituted 


and’vigorously prosecuted, it cannot but 


be productive of gocd, and if, as is 
charged, there are men in the service 
of the department who are trying to 


hamper the authorities in place of doing 


their duty, .ihey will be promptly re- 
moved.

Additional Echools Needed. 

Superintendent Brown of the city 
schools estimates that there are 1009 
children known as “half-day’’ pupils, 
attending the schools at-the present 
time.

Besides 
this, there are about the same number 
of children of school age who do not 
attend at all, but whom it is believed 
could be made to attend by a slight ef- 
fort on the part of the proper authori- 
ties aimed toward their parents if there 
were only room in the schools for such 
purpose.
